SOLDIER LIFE, 


As Seen by a Portsmouth Boy at 


. 
; 
Tampa, Florida. 


, Below is an interesting letter from 
John P. Doyle, now in the service of 
Uncle Sam, to his broher in this city: 


Tampa, Florida, June 
19. — I 


thought I would drop you a few lines 
to let you know that I am still in the 
land of the living and of flowers. Ac- 
cording to news just received, we will 
spend next Sunday in Cuba—at least 
I hope so, as do all of the boys in the 
First Florida. 


I enlisted in the famous Suwanee 


Eifles of Live Oak. ^npw Co. L, First 
regiment, United .States Volunteers. 
We have been in Tampa about five 
weeks and are camped on Palmetto 
Beach, near Ybor City, a beautiful 
place, on Hillsboro bay. Our camp 
consists of six volunteer regiments, 
viz: First Florida, Second Georgia, 
Sixty-ninth New York, Third and 
Fifth Ohio and the Thirty-second 
Michigan. They are all a jolly crowd 
of boys and mix 
freely. 
The first 


thing we hear in the morning is 
"Yankee Doodle." Our band begins 
at the head of the regiment and 
marches down the line, and you would 
think we were a lot of Comanche 
Indians to see us hustling out of our 
tents so as to get to the head of the 
street in time to give three hearty 
cheers. In the evening the flag is 
lowered to'the air of ".Star Spangled 
Banner," and every man in the regi- 
ment uncovers his head until that 
grand old air is finished. 
On dress 


parade we get "Dixie." So you see 
we show no partiality.' 


We just received orders to stay in 


camp—-both officers and 
men—-and 


the report is that we are to be sent 
to Cuba to reinforce Gen. Shatter. 
You might think we haa orders to go 
to ii social party, for the boys are all 
acting like a crowd of well-pleased 
school children. 
We are certainly 


tired of Tampa and want a change of 
scenery. 


This is a curious country to one 


coming from home. It is like going 
into a foreign land. The scenery is 
entirely different; the people are 
different, and everywhere you go the 
Spanish language is spoken. Tampa, 
as a city, is not a nice place. It is 
very much scattered; has poor streets 
and the sidewalks are narrow plank 
affairs and half of them are torn up, 
making it very dangerous to pedes- 
trians at 
night. Of course there 


are some nice places—for instance 
the Tampa Bay Hotel, surrounded by 
all sorts of tropical fruits and flowers, 
is a perfect dream. But such build- 
ings are very scarce. 


Well, I must close. There goes the 


call for guard mount and it is my 
turn to 'do guard duty, so I must be 
off. 
Hoping I may live to make the 


round trip to Havana, I remain, with
